Despite a purchaser's specific disavowal of any 
agreements that its seller may have had with other parties, 
= mederadl [rial Court has ordered the purchaser to recognize 
and give effect to the seller's collective bargaining 
contract. 

Micmpurenisemarequired included im the contractmeo: 
sale a provision requiring the seller to discharge all of 
his employees and to close the plant prior to the | 
completion of the sale. The sale contract further provided 
that purchaser would not assume seller's employment 
contracts, union contracts, or any liability for accrued 
fringe benefits. 

Purchaser took possession of the plant, and hired 
his own employees, many of them being former employees 
at the plant. 

The Court held that the plant was essentially the 
same, Identical products were manufactured. Employees 
were essentially the same as those employed by the sellcr. 
Therefore the common law of the shop prevailing under the 
seller survived the transfer of ownership, and the Court 
ordered the purchaser to nonor the collective bargaining
